We 
have seen the knot Deutschland be¬ 
ing pushed into a whole gale from the 
ronthwest. wh o her engines were In¬ 
dicating hour- 35,010 "horse power; but 
tha best speed that she could make un¬ 
der them* couditioti* was 21 knots per 
hour, although she averaged 23** knots 
P**r hour on the run to the eastward in 
fine weather. Of course, the greater 
weight and power of the new Cunarders 
would be in their favor; but in any esse 
they must have a Inrgv- margin of power 
to enable thorn to maintain a 25-knot 
average iu bad weather, while the con¬ 
struction of the bridges, deck houses, 
l*»at fastenings, deck rails, etc., will call 
for special consideration ou the part of 
the designer. 

We are afraid the coming of winter 
may prove a calamity.
